Warrant For Town Meeting 


To Simeon Charles, Constable of the Town of Stow, 
County of Oxford, Greetings: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quested to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of 
Stow, qualified bylaw to vote in town affairs, to meet at 
the Town House on Monday, the second day of March A.D. 
1964, at10 o'clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Art, 1, Tochoose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art, 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year 
and vote, salary, 

Art, 3. To allow accounts, 

Art, 4, To choose one selectman, assessor and over- 
seer of the poor to serve three years, and vote salary, — 

Art, 5, To choose a school committee member for 
three years and vote salary. 

Art, 6, Tochoose a town treasurer for the ensuing year 
and vote salary. / | 

Art, 7. To choose a road commissioner for the ensu- 
ing year and vote salary, 

Art, 8. Tochoose all other town officers for the ensu- 
ing year and vote salary, 

Art, 9. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for common schools and for high school purposes 
for the ensuing year. 

Art, 10, To see what disposal the town will vote to 
make of any money received of the Federal Reserve during 
the present fiscal year, Such money must be used for 
schools or roads to comply with the law. 

Art. 11, Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for the repairs of roads and bridges for 
the ensuing year, 


Art. 12. Tosee whatsum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of the poor for the ensuing year, 


Art, 13, To see whatsum of money the town will grant 
and raise for town officers" bills for the ensuing year, 


Art, 14, Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and appropriate for State Aid Road Construction 
(in addition to the amounts raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provisions of Sections 44- 
49 and 50, Chapter 23, Revised Statutes of 1944 amended, 


Art, 15, Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise to pay snow bills, 

Art. 16. Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for electric lights, 


Art, 17. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$20.00 for public health nursing in Stow, said sum to be 
expended by the Maine Dept, of Health and Welfare, Bur- 
eau of Health, for local service, 


Art, 18, To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to dispose of any property acquired through tax 
deeds or liens, 

Art, 19, To see if the town will vote to raise money, 
and how much, for the care of the Stow Corner Cemetery 
and the Emerson Cemetery. 


Art, 20. To see whether or not the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to be paid to the 
State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used 
for advertising the natural resources, advantages and at- 
tractions of the State of Maine in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 91, Section 108 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1954, 

Art, 21. To see if the town will vote to raise money 
for the No, Fryeburg Fire Dept., and if so, how much, 

Art, 22. Tosee if the town will vote to use 1964 Excise 
Tax money to pay miscellaneous bills, 


Art, 23. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

Public Health Nursing aims to help individuals and 
families to realize their full potential for healthful liv- 
ing and independence, Its services are primarily family - 
centered with emphasis on prevention of disease, promo- 
tion of health, and rehabilitation, 


Your children attend schools in Fryeburg and therefore 
share the benefits of the health services in those schools. 
There have been no referrals for home visits to school 
children from the Fryeburg public health nurse. Home 
visitshave been made to discuss health problems with the 
parents and to offer suggestions which might be helpful. 
The infant and preschool children of your town are wel- 
come to attend the Lovell Child Health Conferences, As 
indicated above, nursing service is not limited to child- 
ren, but is available to people of all ages in your little 
community, Referrals for the public health nurse to visit 
canbe relayed through the kindness of your health officer 
or other town officials, 


Your continued support of the public health nursing 
service is appreciated.

Art, 10. To see what disposal the town will vote to 
make of any money received of the Federal Reserve during 
the present fiscal year, Such money must be used for 
schools or roads to comply with the law, 

Art, 11, Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for the repairs of roads and bridges for 
the ensuing year, 

Art, 12. Tosee whatsum of money the town will grant 
to raise for the support of the poor for the ensuing year, 


Art, 13. Tosee whatsum of money the town will grant 
and raise for town officers’ bills for the ensuing year, 


Art, 14. Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and appropriate for State Aid Road Construction 
(in addition to the amounts raised for the care of ways, 
highways and bridges), under the provisions of Sections 
44-49&50, Chapter 23, Revised Statutes of 1944 amend-

Art, 15. Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise to pay snow bills. 


Art, 16, Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for electric lights, 


Art, 17, To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$20.00 for ‘public health nursing in Stow, said sum to be 
expended by the Maine Dept. of Health and Welfare, Bur- 
eau of Health, for local service. 


Art, 18, To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to dispose of any property acquired through tax 
deeds or liens. 


Art, 19. To see if the town will vote to raise money, 
and how much, for the care of the Stow Corner Cemetery 
and the Emerson Cemetery.

Report Of Public Health Nurse 


STOW - 1964 


Some of the health goals of a public health nursing 
service are to promote health, prevent disease and provide 
nursing services to the individual, families and the com~ 
munity. As a whole this will help them to achieve and 
maintain optimal health, 


Your publichealth nurse in co-operation with a physi- 
cian works with families at home, at school, at work and 
in other service settings. She is also responsible to help » 
organize and carry on programs for the detection of family 
or community health needs, the correction of defects, and 
the promotion of maximum community health, 

There is at present a great need, not only county wide 
butnation wide, for mental health facilities tohelp troubl- 
ed individuals of allages, Our state has established fifteen 
regional committees to gather information on a_ local 
level as to the needs of each town, It is hoped that all 
citizens will assist your town officials in this extremely 
improtant survey. 


Nursing services are available to people of all ayes. 
Home visits were made to individuals and families in your 
community to give assistance on health and closely re- 
lated problems. The child who develops good health and 
emotional habits early in life, grows to become a better 
adjusted individual in adult life, Discipline, early train- 
ing in self-care and successful performance of simple tasks 
allhelp the child ashe grows and develops to take his place 
constructively in family life and society. 
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Itis not feasible to organize separate health activities 
for so small a community, Every effort is made to make 
those set up in neighboring towns open to people in the 
town of Stow as well, Therefore, families with small 
children were invited to bring them to the Child Health 
Conferences in Lovell. 

The needs of your school children were met generally 
through the health services of the school which they attend- 
ed. No special requests were received for other services, 
If the public health nurse can be of help to you, please 
contact your health officer or town officials. 

Thank you for your continued support of the public 
health nursing service, It is greatly appreciated,
